From the West Coast—San Finnciaco there come 
figures from another such tournament organised by “The 
Examiner” and the computed odds are as high as 12,166 


to I against. 


This latter was won by a 
golfer named John Robson, who 
had not touched a club in two 
years, Allowed five shots, his 
first two wero wide, his second 
two very short, but hia last 
dropped’ 13° feet short of the 
five-foot ‘circle with just suf- 
ficient monientum to trickle into 
the hole for one. 

It waa the cighth such holc-ine 
ono since the inception of | the 
Tournament in 1933. Over | the 
years since, n total of 19.466 golfers 
had fired 97,330 shots with only 8

An wddedes on the history of the South China Athletic 
Association which has grown from, 50 ‘members in 1916 toa 
membership of nearly 10,000 to-day, and its part in the deve- 
lopment of the youth of Chino, was given by Mr Walter Han- 
ming Chen, General Secretary of the Association; at the monthly 
mecting of the Football Referées’ Association at the Hotel Cecil 


lost night. ° 


Mr Chen said that during the 
Manchu dynasty, people were 
not’ permitted to engage in 
physical culture for fear that 
they would grow too strong and 
become a menace to the throne, 
The. establishment: of . the 
Chinese Republic brought many 
changes, one of which was the 
springing up of a. number of 
sporting and athletic clubs all 
over the country. 


Among the most important were 
South China In Hongkong and the Chin 
Woo Athletic Association in Shanghal. 


The Far Eastern Olympic Games, 
held tn‘ Shanghal, Manila and Toyo 
between 1915 and 1935 served to orousc 
great Interest in sports among the 
younger Chinese, and the resulting ine 
terest in sport had brought about 2 
great physical development in the 
health of young Chinn, : 


Dealing with sport taken up by 
South China, Mr’Chen sald the most 
popular was football, and other games 
Balt ot present were baseball, soft- 

all; tennis, basket-batl, volley- ball, 
badminton, swimming, water-polo and 
ping-pong. 


Referring to past getlvities, Mr Chen 
sald the Club toured Australia with a 
football team in 1923 and since then

Stormy Years

The Phang-nya river is situated inland of the Papra Strait, 
which is approximately 239'miles from Penang, while Surat-thani. 
is on the cast coast, almost on the Isthmus of Kra. . : 


The distance between the 
two rivers is ‘said to be about 
20 kilometres, and the policy is 
‘to make this a combined stream 
navigable for small craft which 
will only have to traverse a_dis- 
tance of from 600 to 800 kilo- 
metres. " : 

This would be a highly valuable 
route, as at present ships travelling 
from the Indian Ocean to the Gulf 
of Thailand have to go. right round 
the Malay Peninsula vin Singapore, 

This apncars ‘to be quite a feaslblo 
scheme in place of the Kra Isthmus. 
A survey [s now belng carried out. 


Other Routes 

There is stil another: project for 
seagoing vessels to ink the Indian 
Ocean with the Gulf without having 
to go round the Malay Peninsula.’ 
Two routes appear to present them- 
selves, 

Onc is to join the Satul river, 
which Is almost 100 miles -from 
Penang, with the Sal river, which 
flows into the inland'sea at Phatha- 
lung on the cast coast of the Penin- 
sula and has {ts outlet at Songkhla, 
a few miles further-down, The dis- 
tance {s not too great. 

The second proposed route is to 
extend the Thachin river at Trang, 
which [s a few miles from the Satul 
river, to the Inland ‘sea at Phatha- 
lung, with the outlet’ at Songkhla, 
aso not of a great distance.

'Biitain’s Health 
Standard High 


Britain has ‘apparently, the highest 
health standard in the world, accord- 
img to’Dr Haven Emerson, former 
president of the American Assocla- 
tion of Public Health, 

Dr Emerson has. made a study of 
European health, and said that Bri- 
tain had two outstanding safeguards 
for remaining {isolated from any 
European pestilence. The first was 
the English Channel, and the second 
was the Britlsh quarantine system. 

Tyohus was the greatest threat to 
the health in Europe at present, stated 
Dr Emerson, and it would break out 
most likely in such countries as 
Poland, Russia and the Ballsans. 

Germany was another trouble spat. 
After the last war the ‘tuberculosis 
death rate doubled there, and the 
severe working conditions, added to 
the lack of expert medical care under 
the Nazl regime, has brought about 
the present ow. standard of health. 
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THE Thai Government is contemplating joining the Phang-
